Consumer Protection Agency Bill Headed For Toughest Test

a decade of planning and months 
of infighting over how to put it 
together, a bill to build a new 
governmental loudspeaker for 
the consumer's voice is headed 
for its toughest test on the House 


floor. 


Following 
stage-setting 


debate today, decisions are due 
Wednesday on the consumer- 
protection proposal that has 
generated intense and often 
bitter personal friction between 
Ralph Nader, the nation's best- 


known consumer advocate, and 
Chairman Chet Holifield, D- 
Calif., of the 
Government 


Operations Committee. 


Nader accuses Holifield of 


going along with an alliance of 
most committee 
Republicans 


and a minority of Democrats in 


creating what Nader calls "a 
consumer fraud" by gutting 
stronger original legislation. 


Holifield insists his committee 


produced a good bill full of legal 
strength. 


A key amendment is being 


recommended by 15 of the 23 


Democrats and two of the 16 
Republicans on the committee. 
They seek to broaden the 
proposed 
consumer-protection 


agency's authority to represent 
consumers in proceedings of 
other federal agencies. Other 
proposed amendments 
would 


limit the consumer agency's 
powers.

I think 
this is a good bill, a strong bill in 
many ways."

Legality Of Action 
Court Refuses War Appeal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court declined 5 to 2 
today to rule on the legality of 
U.S. military action in Vietnam. 
The court made no comment 
in refusing to hear an appeal 
brought for two soldiers by the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
and 
the 
New 
York 
Civil 
Liberties Union. 
One of the soldiers, Salvatore 
Orlando, is on duty in Vietnam. 
The other, Douglas Kaplan, is at 
Ft. Dix, N.J., under orders for 
Vietnam but seeking a hardship 
discharge. They challenged the 
government’s right to send them 
to war. 
The high court has never 
agreed to hear a case that 
questions the constitutionality of 


American military action in 
Southeast Asia without an ex­ 
plicit declaration of war by 
Congress. 
Justices William O. Douglas 
and William J. Brennan voted to 
hear 
the UCLU’s 
attorneys 
dispute the legality of the war. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
and Justices Potter Stewart, 
Byron 
R. 
White, 
Thurgood 
Marshall and Harry A. Black- 
mun were against a hearing. 
Normally, the votes of at least 
four justices are required to 
take on a case. Two seats are 
vacant. The court did not in­ 
dicate whether it is retaining the 
four-vote minimum or whether 
three votes are now needed. 
From the very start Douglas 


has favored hearing Vietnam 
war cases. Last year he was 
supported by Stewart and John 
M. Harlan, who retired last 
month with illness. This was the 
first time Brennan was in favor 
of considering a test of the war. 
Lower federal courts, ruling 
against Orlando and Kaplan, 
held Congress has given implicit 
authorization, particularly with 
its military appropriations. The 
appeal argued this “amounts to 
a complete shifting of a vital 
constitutional power from one 
branch of the government to 
another.”

closed its doors this summer, a

I told her 
I had no money and the then 
owner said she would lend it to 
me. In those early times, I did 
not go to the City to place my 
orders, but got dresses on 
consignment 
from 
various 


places. I was able to repay her 
very 
soon. 
Next 
year, 
I 


borrowed $500 from my parents 
for my expanding business and 
was able to repay them within a 
year. That was good for those 
days because, if you remember, 
those were still considered the 
depression years. Those were 
also the days when a nice dress 
could be purchased for $1.95." 


The shop was in the same 


location for 20 years until 1955, 
when Zuckweiler's decided to 
expand and needed the room for 
its youth shop. Mrs. McGee then 
moved to its last location, which 
had formerly housed a gift and 
stationery store. 


The 
clientele 
continued 


growing and she attributes that 
to her philosophy of "letting the 
people look and making it easy 
for them." And she added, "I 
always treated my help like I 
would like to be treated." 


In speaking of style changes,

When M abel’s A pparel Shop 
closed its doors this sum m er, a

McGee had operated the shop 
for 36 years in Red Bluff. 
The 
question, 
too, 
w as 
a 
tribute 
to 
her 
instinct 
for 
fashions that were in good taste 
and good quality and which 
developed a loyal following of 
people. 
“ I alw ays 
tried 
to get a 
selection that I knew people 
would w ant and that would be in 
a reasonable price range. This 
was m uch easier, of course, in

days

people and you knew all the 
fam ilies,” she explained. 
It w as in F ebruary 1935 that 
Mrs. McGee started the shop on 
a borrowed sum of $150. At that 
time,

“ T here 
had 
been 
four 
failures,” Mrs. M cGee 
con­ 
tinued,” and when I cam e to 
work one day (I was a saleslady 
in the shop), I was asked if I 
wanted to take it over. I told her 
I had no money and the then 
owner said she would lend it to 
me. In those early tim es, I did 
not go to the City to place my 
orders, 
but

Next 
year,

borrowed $500 from m y parents 
for my expanding business and 
was able to repay them within a 
year. T hat was good for those 
days because, if you rem em ber, 
those w ere still considered the 
depression years. Those were 
also the days when a nice dress 
could be purchased for $1.95.” 


The shop was in the sam e 
location for 20 years until 1955, 
when Zuckweiler’s decided to 
expand and needed the room for 
its youth shop.

WASHINGTON—The 


Government Printing 
Office, 


and other paper wasters, took it 
on the chin this week when Sen. 
Frank Moss (D-Utah) blasted 
the burgeoning use of virgin 
forests to feed the nation's paper 
mills. 


Warning 
that 
America's 


forests are facing increased 
logging over the next 20 years, 
Moss told Senate members, "We 
cannot afford to waste these 
resources that are in such short 
supply. Yet, that is precisely 
what we are doing by refusing to 
recover and reuse wood fibers 
from our solid waste." 


The Federal Government took 


the brunt of Moss's attack as the 
"worst culprit." 


Moss said, "Nearly 200,000 


pounds of paper were used last 
year 
by 
the 
Government 


Printing Office, but not a single 
sheet of it was recycled paper." 


The Utah Senator 
declared 


government paper consumption 
had destroyed about 1.5 million 
trees. He further charged the 
U.S. 
Government 
is 
sub- 


stantially behind private in- 
dustry and State and municipal 
governments, 
who have ex- 


pressed 
willingness 
to 
use 


recycled paper.

Mercury Concern 
Said Unwarranted 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) 


— Recent concern over mercury 
levels in fish and lakes may be 
unwarranted because mercury 
leveis in human tissues have 
declined, researchers say. 


Reporting findings of their 


study to the annual meeting of 
the American Public Health 
Association, 
the researchers 


Tuesday blamed part of the 
mercury scare on "emotion- 
alism and ignorance." 


Their study was done at 


Saratoga General Hospital in 
Detroit, Mich., and involved 
analysis of tissues taken from 
human organs at autopsy bet- 
ween 
1913 
and 
1970 
and 


preserved at the University of 
Michigan in Ann Arbor. 


The tissue was taken from the 


bodies of 59 Michigan residents 
who 
had 
died 
of 
causes 


unrelated to mercury. 


The authors said that concern 


over mercury 
contamination 


"had 
profound social rever- 


berations in the form of mass 
anxiety leading t o . . . action — 
often with little or no scientific 
basis — resulting in chaos, fear, 
and 
the economic 
pain of 


damaged or killed sectors of 
industry and commerce." 


While research 
has 
been 


conducted on mercury levels in 
fish, little has been done on 
mercury 
content 
of human

in damage to the central ner- 
vous system of human beings. 


At the news conference, Dr. 


Jack Kevorkian, one of the 
researchers, criticized the food 
and Drug Administration for 
setting a standard of .5 parts per 
million of mercury in fish as the 
maximum permissible level. 


There are no data to support 


such a standard, he said, and 
added that it is based on 
"emotionalism and ignorance." 
Sweden permits a level twice as 
high, he noted. 


The study found that the level 


of mercury in human tissue, 
which ranged upward to 34 parts 
per million, does not remain 
constant but reaches peaks in 
early childhood and again in 
middle age, indicating that it 
does not accumulate in the body.

persons ranging in age from the 
newborn to 81 years.

Sway The Course Of Nations 


The great multinational firms such as General Motors and In- 


ternational Telephone and Telegraph have incomes bigger than 
countries the size of Norway or Austria, Associated Press writer 
Carl Hartman points out, and they have as much influence on world 
affairs. 


Though they pride themselves on being good citizens, he points 


out, like any businessman, they act in their own interest. As a 
result, they help bring about monetary and other crises, but are not 
much affected by them or by the solutions. About 8,000 U.S. firms 
have set up foreign subsidiaries since World War II. Many of them 
operate in 50 countries and some of them have 40 per cent of their 
employes outside the United States. According to some forecasts 
they will be producing about a third of everything manufactured 
outside the United States by 1975. 


Their huge growth in recent years has been financed in two 


ways: By the great outflow of American capital that has played an 
important part in recent monetary crises; and by the help of 
another young international giant that has also escaped in- 
ternational regulation: the Euro-dollar and Euro-bond market. 


Neither Fish Nor Fowl 


President Nixon's partially controlled economy will un- 


doubtedly be extremely difficult to operate, and there doesn't 
appear to be any possible way to make it fair. A free market system 
is a sort of contest. It's a game in which the contestants buy or 
produce as cheaply as possible and sell as high as possible. It's a 
constantly shifting affair, too, with continuous ups and downs. It's 
impossible to freeze it at any one place and deal with everyone 
fairly. And to tell everyone to keep on competing, but don't compete 
too hard is a bunch of nonsense. 


Theoretically, it is possible to have everything centrally 


controlled and coordinated, though we can think of plenty of 
reasons why we don't like to resort to that. But the sort of thing that 
is proposed now is neither fish nor fowl nor good red herring. There 
is no firm control to keep everything in line, and there isn't freedom 
for everyone to go as far as he can. It's the sort of situation that 
favors the unscrupulous. 


We need a new approach to our problems. What we have now is 


not a new approach. It's a reluctant attempt to make a few detours 
but keep on the same trail. The truth is, we're on the wrong trail. 
Maybe we branched off someplace a long way back, and need to 
retrace our steps. But more likely we need to take an entirely new 
direction.

WASHINGTON — Still-secret 


portions of the 
controversial 


Pentagon papers disclose that 
the Johnson Administration felt 
it could virtually dictate the 
hiring and firing of top-level 
South Vietnamese officials. 


This revelation could prove 


acutely embarrassing to the U. 
S. 
government, which has 


repeatedly insisted it is involved 
in Vietnam to protect the South 
Vietnamese from domination by 
an outside power. 


The Johnson Administration's 


arrogant attitude is disclosed in 
a memo to the President from a 
high-ranking 
study 
group 


headed by LBJ's second Defense 
Secretary, Clark Clifford. 


The memo has not appeared in 


any of the published excerpts 
and has been censored in the 
official version released by the 
Pentagon. 


Here is what the censored 


memo says: "We should solicit 
Ambassador 
(Ellsworth) 


Bunker's 
views 
on 
the 


desirability of replacing 
the 


Prime Minister. If he is to be 
replaced, we should agree on his 
successor beforehand, in con- 
sultation with Thieu and Ky." 


The memo reveals that this 


same attitude persisted towards 
other Vietnamese officials and 


military officers. It calls tor the 
"relief of a specified list of 
corrupt officials now. . . In- 
competent province chiefs who 
have plagued our efforts in the 
past must be removed." 


The memo adds that "in- 


competent ARVN (Vietnamese 
Army) 
officers 
must 
be 


removed, beginning with a 
specific list that should be made 
available by MACV." The let- 
ters MACV refer to the U. S. 
Command, which was to decide 
which 
Vietnamese 
officers 


should stay and v hich should go. 


"We should not hesitate," the 


memo says, "to 
make our 


desires known and back them up 
by refusing to provide support 
for the incompetent. For key 
commanders, we should require 
the right of prior approval on a 
secret and discreet basis. The 
precise tools of leverage should 
be left to the US Mission." 


POLITICAL CENSORSHIP 


The censored memo, clearly 


deals with political, not security, 
matters. Yet, the Pentagon 
insists that all the omissions 
from its published version of the 
Pentagon papers involved vital 
national security matters. 


We have compared the official 


version 
with 
still-secret 


segments of the 
uncensored 


text. We can report that tne 
deletions, like the 
Clifford 


memo, involve matters likely to 
embarrass the government, not 
threaten security. 


Another 
example 
is 
a 


derogatory comment about 
India, which might make it hot 
for the U. S. Ambassador in 
Delhi but would hardly en- 
danger this nation's security. 


It occurs during a discussion 


of diplomatic and military 
alternatives in Southeast Asia. 
"A further possibility," the 
document states, "would be to 
seek to enlist India more deeply 
in the Cambodian situation. This 
is worth trying, but the Indians 
are a weak reed for action or for 
e f f e c t i v e 
d i p l o m a t i c 


dramatization." 


Also left out is a statement by 


former State Secretary Dean 
Rusk that the U. S. would have 
no alternative but the use of 
nuclear 
weapons 
if 
China 


became involved in our war in 
Southeast Asia. The statement 
occurs in a cable to Washington 
following a meeting between 
Rusk and South Vietnam's then- 
Premiere Nguyen Kahnh in 
April, 1964. 


"The Secretary said he wished 


to emphasize" that ". . . if 
escalation brought about a 
major Chinese attack, it would 
also involve the use of nuclear 
arms. Many free world leaders 
would oppose this. 


"Chiang Kai-shek had told 


him fervently he did, and so did 
U Thant. Many Asians seemed 
to see an element of racial 
discrimination in use of nuclear 
arms: something we would do to 


Asians but not to Westerners. 


"Khanh replied he certainly 


had no quarrel with American 
use of nuclear arms, noted that 
decisive use of atomic bombs on 
Japan had in ending war saved 
not only American but also 
Japanese lives. One must use 
the force one had; if Chinese 
used masses of Humanity, we 
would use superior fire power." 


Footnote: Some of the un- 


censored documents, we have 
learned, will be included in 
Alaska Senator Mike Gravel's 
collection of Pentagon papers, to 
be published by the Beacon 
Press.

California Congressman Peter 


McCloskey's 
campaign 
to 


challenge President Nixon in the 
GOP primaries has always been 
a little shaky financially.

— and help 'Pete' now!"

The problem 
of William 


Kunstler extends now beyond 
the bounds of legal propriety. 
But pause there for a minute. 


William Kunstler is a prac- 


ticing lawyer, and the question 
before the house is — ought he to 
be permitted to practice law? 
The general assumption is: why 
not, it's a free country, isn't it? 
To which the answer is that we 
arc a country that seeks to be 
free, but in order to achieve that 
objective, it is required that we 
enforce certain rules , for in- 
stance thou shall not murder, 
thou shall not steal. In order to 
enforce those laws, we set up a 
court system. That system 
depends, for its effective func- 
tioning, 
on the behavior of 


people who play a role in it— 
judge, 
prosecutor, 
defense 


counsel, juror. 


You can make an abstract 


case for permitting anybody to 
practice medicine provided that 
person's client knows full well 
that he is talking to somebody 
who never went through medical 
school. Because the transaction 
affects, alone, the client himself. 
But where a trial is concerned. 


' the defense attorney is only one 


'- of the moving parts. If he orbits 
' about totally out of control, the 


result is that the coordination 
necessary to the approximation 
of justice is simply impossible. 
That's why there are rules for 
lawyers. Such rules as William 
Kunstler, given to contumely in 
the courtroom, and to the 
disparagement of judges and 


indeed of the system, in that 
acid-rock rhetoric which is his 
trademark, contributes to chaos 
in the courtroom. 


The reason (the lawyers will 


tell you this discreetly) that they 
don't go ahead and disbar him is 
not because he hasn't violated 
the canons of the profession, but 
because they fear to make a 
martyr out of him. A prudential 
judgment. The trouble with it is 
that, widely applied, it is a ticket 
to immunity. Don't go after the 
Mafia boss, or you will make 
him a martyr in the eyes of the 
Italian 
community. 
Don't 


execute Manson, or you will- give 
rise to a Cult of Manson. Don't 
exact justice, when the con- 
sequences of doing so, carefully 
weighed, could mean a net 
worsening of the situation. It 
doesn't take much imagination 
to recognize that the results of 
that line of reasoning include: 
don't pass civil rights laws, 
because that will encourage 
lawlessness in the south. 


William Kunstler should be 


disbarred, or the canons of legal 
behavior should be pickled and 
sent to the Smithsonian as an- 
tiquarian relics of another 
civilization. But I pause now not 
to consider Kunstler the lawyer, 
but Kunstler the polemicist. 


I have reference to an ap- 


pearance he made recently at 
Colgate University. He was in 
good voice. He spoke about 
Attica. He told the students that 
the dead 
there 
had been 


"murdered in cold blood in your 
name and my name." Cold 


blood? 
Why would 
police 


murder in cold blood eight of 
their brothers, who were being 
held hostage? 


They were murdered in cold 


blood by a "horde of racist state 
troopers." (Later, at a press 
conference, Kunstler, to quote 
the student newspaper, 
"sup- 


ported the idea of prisoners 
taking hostages to accomplish 
their goals." Kunstler, in other 
words, urges the violation of the 
law, the kidnapping of officials, 
and presumably, their execution 
if their demands are not met — 
the term "hostage" having no 
other meaning.) 


About Nelson Rockefeller, 


Kunstler said that he "deserved 
to be ruled out of the human 
race." He called for an in- 
dictment of Nelson Rockefeller 
for murder. 


One notes that the rhetoric has 


become, well, rabid. Rockefeller 
is a murderer. The state police 
murderously and intentionally 
killed not only the prisoners but 
the guards. All American justice 
is a travesty. Prisoners should 
take the law into their own 


hands. Prisoners should kill 
guards if their demands are not 
accepted. 


Let madmen be madmen. 


Eventually the froth turns off 
the listeners, and the madmen 
go off to live and sweat in the 
fever swamps. But I think the 
time is overdue 
for sane 


members of the community, left 
and right, to draw the line. I 
have not often had good words 
for Nelson Rockefeller. But out 
of respect for him, and in protest 
against the slander of him, I 
hereby resolve not to share a 
public platform again with 
William Kunstler; not until he 
has shown, by act or deed, the 
contrition that is appropriate 
when one assigns evil, mur- 
derous, sadistic motives to 
someone who seeks to do his 
duty, never mind that he may do 
it clumsily, or make mistakes. I 
do not wish Mr. Kunstler to be 
put in jail, unless that is what 
the law 
of criminal libel 


requires. But I do wish that he 
should experience the isolation 
which he has earned from the 
civilized community.

One must consider, first of all, 
that very few, if indeed any 
garment is sewn of an actual 
flag. Secondly, that type of 
clothing, presently in vogue, is 
only vaguely similar to our flag.

from

format and it loses its extrinsic 
value as a representative of our 
democratic 
spirit. It simply 


becomes 
three 
colors 
ap- 


proximating an idea. 


In regard to my opinion of his 


second misconception. I say that 
he must believe that any persons 
attired in such manner is doing 
so out of disrespect, possibly in 
degradation of not only our 
symbol of nationalism, but to the 
very spirit itself. He may be 
correct in a few cases, in those 
which concern the ill-educated 
or the revolutionaires. Rather, 
those he speaks of are young, 
and are dressing so far probably 
by reasons other man fashion. In 
other cases, one must consider 
each instance individually. Most 


accept 
this 
as 
merely 
a 


reminder of a great national 
heritage, of a glory surpassing 
that of any previous era or local. 
It is definitely not done out of 
direct disrespect, as most young 
adults truely believe that given 
a choice of political direction, a 
democracy such as we founded 
and fought to maintain over- 
shadows any in existance. 


Most arguments spring from 


contemporary mishandling by 
graft politicians and money 
oriented financeuns. We must all 
agree, in one way or another, 
that there is much to improve 
upon in any system, as well as 
our own. Rather than serving to 
further separate interests for 
improvement we must strive for 
understanding 
between 
fac- 


tional groups. 


For all the good intention of 


Mr. Peters, I believe he serves 
his own political philosophy to 
the extent that he smites all 
others. Therefore I say, with due 
respect, Mr. Peters; help bring 
us together—in your valuable 
position as instructor of young 
people, with a concern for the 
composite political scheme, a 
larger sense of unity in political 
compromise, and with com- 
passion to those of different 
economic or political concerns.

The great multinational firm s such as General Motors and In­ 
ternational Telephone and Telegraph have incomes bigger than 
countries the size of Norway or Austria, Associated Press writer 
Carl H artm an points out, and they have as much influence on world 
affairs. 
Though they pride themselves on being good citizens, he points 
out, like any businessman, they act in their own interest. As a 
result, they help bring about m onetary and other crises, but are not 
much affected by them or by the solutions. About 8,000 U.S. firms 
have set up foreign subsidiaries since World War II. Many of them 
operate in 50 countries and some of them have 40 per cent of their 
employes outside the United States. According to some forecasts 
they will be producing about a third of everything manufactured 
outside the United States by 1975. 
Their huge growth in recent years has been financed in two 
ways: By the great outflow of American capital that has played an 
im portant part in recent monetary crises; and by the help of 
another young international giant that has also escaped in­ 
ternational regulation: the Euro-dollar and Euro-bond market. 


Neither Fish Nor Fowl 


President Nixon’s partially controlled economy will un­ 
doubtedly be extrem ely difficult to operate, and there doesn’t 
appear to be any possible way to make it fair. A free m arket system 
is a sort of contest. It’s a gam e in which the contestants buy or 
produce as cheaply as possible and sell as high as possible. It’s a 
constantly shifting affair, too, with continuous ups and downs. It’s 
impossible to freeze it at any one place and deal with everyone 
fairly. And to tell everyone to keep on competing, but don’t compete 
too hard is a bunch of nonsense. 


Theoretically, it is possible to have everything centrally 
controlled and coordinated, though we can think of plenty of 
reasons why we don’t like to resort to that. But the sort of thing that 
is proposed now is neither fish nor fowl nor good red herring. There 
is no firm control to keep everything in line, and there isn’t freedom 
for everyone to go as far as he can. It’s the sort of situation that 
favors the unscrupulous. 


We need a new approach to our problems. What we have now is 
not a new approach. It’s a reluctant attem pt to make a few detours 
but keep on the sam e trail. The truth is, we’re on the wrong trail. 
Maybe we branched off someplace a long way back, and need to 
retrace our steps. But more likely we need to take an entirely new 
direction. 


P (tósibiy w ^íieBdi:o resv^ttoxvjntpic-Le public control of some of 
the essential parts of our economy, and free other parts from 
control altogether. Maybe a much greater reliance on cooperative 
effort would solve a lot of our problems. Maybe some new systems 
could be developed. Maybe some of the mystery of money as 
capital can be dispelled, and capital in the form of the buildings, 
and machines and raw m aterial be made more readily available 
where we need it. 


W hatever that is derogatory, though, which may be said of the 
efforts of President Nixon and his helpers and advisors, they are 
making a belated effort to do something. They are not completely 
convinced that much needs to be done. But they are not as confident 
as Herbert Hoover was on the eve of the Great Depression. We can 
hope that they’ll be sharper than he was.

WASHINGTON — Still-secret 
portions of the controversial 
Pentagon papers disclose that 
the Johnson Administration felt 
it could virtually dictate the 
hiring and firing of top-level 
South Vietnamese officials. 
This revelation could prove 
acutely em barrassing to the U. 
S. 
government, 
which has 
repeatedly insisted it is involved 
in Vietnam to protect the South 
Vietnamese from domination by 
an outside power. 
The Johnson Administration’s 
arrogant attitude is disclosed in 
a memo to the President from a 
high-ranking 
study 
group 
headed by LBJ’s second Defense 
Secretary, Clark Clifford. 
The memo has not appeared in 
any of the published excerpts 
and has been censored in the 
official version released by the 
Pentagon. 
Here is what the censored 
memo says: “We should solicit 
A m b a ssa d o r 
(E llsw o rth ) 
B unker’s 
views 
on 
the 
desirability of replacing 
the 
Prim e Minister. If he is to be 
replaced, we should agree on his 
successor beforehand, in con­ 
sultation with Thieu and Ky.” 
The memo reveals that this 
same attitude persisted towards 
other Vietnamese officials and 


military officers. It calls for the 
“relief of a specified list of 
corrupt officials now. . . In­ 
competent province chiefs who 
have plagued our efforts in the 
past must be removed.” 
The memo adds that “ in­ 
competent ARVN (Vietnamese 
Arm y) 
officers 
m ust 
be 
rem oved 
beginning with a 
specific list that should be made 
available by MACV.” The let­ 
ters MACV refer to the U. S. 
Command, which was to decide 
which 
V ietnam ese 
officers 
should stay and v hich should go. 
“We should not hesitate,” the 
memo says, 
“ to 
make 
our 
desires known and back them up 
by refusing to provide support 
for the incompetent. For key 
commanders, we should require 
the right of prior approval on a 
secret and discreet basis. The 
precise tools of leverage should 
be left to the US Mission.” 


POLITICAL CENSORSHIP 
The censored memo, clearly 
deals with political, not security, 
m atters. Yet, the P entagon 
insists that all the omissions 
from its published version of the 
Pentagon papers involved vital 
national security m atters. 
We have compared the official 
version 
with 
still-secret 
segments of the uncensored 


text. We can report that tne 
deletions, like the Clifford 
memo, involve m atters likely to 
em barrass the government, not 
threaten security. 
A nother 
exam ple 
is 
a 
derogatory com m ent 
about 
India, which might make it hot 
for the U. S. Ambassador in 
Delhi but would hardly 
en­ 
danger this nation’s security. 
It occurs during a discussion 
of diplom atic and m ilitary 
alternatives in Southeast Asia. 
“ A further p o ssibility,’’ the 
document states, “ would be to 
seek to enlist India more deeply 
in the Cambodian situation. This 
is worth trying, but the Indians 
are a weak reed for action or for 
e f f e c t i v e 
d i p l o m a t i c 
dramatization.” 
Also left out is a statem ent by 
former State Secretary Dean 
Rusk that the U. S. would have 
no alternative but the use of 
nuclear 
weapons 
if 
China 
became involved in our war in 
Southeast Asia. The statem ent 
occurs in a cable to Washington 
following a meeting between 
Rusk and South Vietnam’s then- 
Prem iere Nguyen 
Kahnh 
in 
April, 1964. 
“The Secretary said he wished 
to emphasize” that “ . . . if 
escalation brought about a 
m ajor Chinese attack, it would 
also involve the use of nuclear 
arm s. Many free world leaders 
would oppose this. 
“Chiang Kai-shek had told 
him fervently he did, and so did 
U Thant. Many Asians seemed 
to see an element of racial 
discrimination in use of nuclear 
arm s: something we would do to 


Asians but not to Westerners. 
“ Khanh replied he certainly 
had no quarrel with American 
use of nuclear arm s, noted that 
decisive use of atomic bombs on 
Japan had in ending war saved 
not only American but also 
Japanese lives. One must use 
the force one had; if Chinese 
used m asses of Humanity, we 
would use superior fire power.” 


Footnote: Some of the un­ 
censored documents, we have 
learned, will be included in 
Alaska Senator Mike Gravel’s 
collection of Pentagon papers, to 
be published by the Beacon 
Press.

California Congressman Peter 
M cC loskey’s 
cam paign

The two great threats of

and venereal disease. 
The “pill” may avoid the 
possibility of pregnancy but it 
definitely increases chances of 
venereal disease. With a sin­ 
gle 
steady 
relationship, 
the 
health hazard of VD is, of 
course, diminished. 
Unfortunately, parents who 
concede to the use of the pill 
may be conferring permission 
automatically for their daugh­ 
ter to go ahead with sexual 
activity.

as she. 


Is it harmful to the lungs 
if ordinary hair spray and 
other aerosol sprays are used ? 
I find that I begin to cough 
every time I use one.

Dear Miss L.: This problem 
has caught the attention of 
many physicians and research 
workers. 
Recently it was found that 
prolonged use of aerosol deod­ 
orants may be harmful to the 
lungs, 
especially 
to

with a history of chronic lung 
and heart conditions. 
At a meeting of the Na­ 
tional 
Tuberculosis 
Associa­ 
tion, there were a number of 
case reports of young men and 
women who developed chronic 
lung conditions traced to the 
use of aerosol spray deodor­ 
ants. 
It was recommended that 
all aerosol bombs be used only 
in well - ventilated rooms so 
that the concentration in the 
lungs will be lessened.

The 
problem 
of 
W illiam 
Kunstler extends now beyond 
the bounds of legal propriety. 
But pause there for a minute. 
William Kunstler is a prac­ 
ticing lawyer, and the question 
before the house is — ought he to 
be perm itted to practice law? 
The general assumption is: why 
not, it’s a free country, isn’t it? 
To which the answer is that we 
are a country that seeks to be 
free, but in order to achieve that 
objective, it is required that we 
enforce certain rules , for in­ 
stance thou shalt not m urder, 
thou shalt not steal. In order to 
enforce those laws, we set up a 
court system . T hat system 
depends, for its effective func­ 
tioning, 
on 
the behavior of 
people who play a role in it— 
judge, 
prosecutor, 
defense 
counsel, juror. 
You can make an abstract 
case for permitting anybody to 
practice medicine provided that 
person’s client knows full well 
that he is talking to somebody 
who never went through medical 
school. Because the transaction 
affects, alone, the client himself. 
But where a trial is concerned, 
the defense attorney is only one 
of the moving parts. If he orbits 
about totally out of control, the 
result is that the coordination 
necessary to the approximation 
of justice is simply impossible. 
That’s why there are rules for 
lawyers. Such rules as William 
Kunstler, given to contumely in 
the courtroom , and to the 
disparagem ent of judges and 


indeed of the system, in that 
acid-rock rhetoric which is his 
tradem ark, contributes to chaos 
in the courtroom. 
The reason (the lawyers will 
tell you this discreetly) that they 
don’t go ahead and disbar him is 
not because he hasn’t violated 
the canons of the profession, but 
because they fear to make a 
m artyr out of him. A prudential 
judgment. The trouble with it is 
that, widely applied, it is a ticket 
to immunity. Don’t go after the 
Mafia boss, or you will make 
him a m artyr in the eyes of the 
Italian 
com m unity. 
Don’t 
execute Manson, or you will give 
rise to a Cult of Manson. Don’t 
exact justice, when the con­ 
sequences of doing so, carefully 
weighed, could mean a net 
worsening of the situation. It 
doesn’t take much imagination 
to recognize that the results of 
that line of reasoning include: 
don’t pass civil rights laws, 
because that will encourage 
lawlessness in the south. 
William Kunstler should be 
disbarred, or the canons of legal 
behavior should be pickled and 
sent to the Smithsonian as an­ 
tiquarian relics of another 
civilization. But I pause now not 
to consider Kunstler the lawyer, 
but Kunstler the polemicist. 
I have reference to an ap­ 
pearance he made recently at 
Colgate University. He was in 
good voice. He spoke about 
Attica. He told the students that 
the 
dead 
there 
had 
been 
“ murdered in cold blood in your 
name and my nam e.” Cold 


blood? 
Why 
would 
police 
m urder in cold blood eight of 
their brothers, who were being 
held hostage? 
They were m urdered in cold 
blood by a “horde of racist state 
troopers.” (Later, at a press 
conference, Kunstler, to quote 
the student newspaper, “ sup­ 
ported the idea of prisoners 
taking hostages to accomplish 
their goals.” Kunstler, in other 
words, urges the violation of the 
law, the kidnapping of officials, 
and presumably, their execution 
if their demands are not met — 
the term “ hostage” having no 
other meaning.) 
About Nelson R ockefeller, 
Kunstler said that he “ deserved 
to be ruled out of the human 
race.” He called for an in­ 
dictment of Nelson Rockefeller 
for murder. 
One notes that the rhetoric has 
become, well, rabid. Rockefeller 
is a murderer. The state police 
murderously and intentionally 
killed not only the prisoners but 
the guards. All American justice 
is a travesty. Prisoners should 
take the law into their own 


hands. Prisoners 
should kill 
guards if their demands are not 
accepted. 
Let madmen be 
madmen. 
Eventually the froth turns off 
the listeners, and the madmen 
go off to live and sweat in the 
fever swamps. But I think the 
tim e 
is 
overdue 
for 
sane 
members of the community, left 
and right, to draw the line. I 
have not often had good words 
for Nelson Rockefeller. But out 
of respect for him, and in protest 
against the slander of him, I 
hereby resolve not to share a 
public platform again with 
William Kunstler; not until he 
has shown, by act or deed, the 
contrition that is appropriate 
when one assigns evil, mur­ 
derous, sadistic m otives to 
someone who seeks to do his 
duty, never mind that he may do 
it clumsily, or make mistakes. I 
do not wish Mr. Kunstler to be 
put in jail, unless that is what 
the 
law 
of 
crim inal 
libel 
requires. But I do wish that he 
should experience the isolation 
which he has earned from the 
civilized community.

I regard the honorable Mr. 
(Allen) Peters’ letter as being 
one of good faith, but none-the- 
less, one which contains two 
obvious 
misconceptions; 
one 
written and one implied. 
With respect to the written 
misconception, it is his con­ 
tention that those who use the 
colors red, white and blue in 
certain 
combinations 
as 
an 
article of apparal are in breach 
of the sanctity of our national 
flag in not only faith but legality. 
One must consider, first of all, 
that very few, if indeed any 
garm ent is sewn of an actual 
flag 
Secondly, that type of 
clothing, presently in vogue, is 
only vaguely sim ilar to our flag. 
Since “ Old Glory” retains its 
sovereign 
immunity 
from 
reproduction 
because 
of 
its 
symbolic value, we must con­ 
sider it thusly; as a precise 
symbol, any changes made in its 
form at and it loses its extrinsic 
value as a representative of our 
democratic spirit. 
It simply 
becomes 
three 
colors 
ap­ 
proximating an idea. 
In regard to my opinion of his 
second misconception, I say that 
he m ust believe that any persons 
attired in such m anner is doing 
so out of disrespect, possibly in 
degradation of not only our 
symbol of nationalism, but to the 
very spirit itself. He may be 
correct in a few cases, in those 
which concern the ill-educated 
or the revolutionaires. Rather, 
those he speaks of are young, 
and are dressing so far probably 
by reasons other man fashion. In 
other cases, one m ust consider 
each instance individually. Most 


accept 
this 
as 
merely 
a 
reminder of a great national 
heritage, of a glory surpassing 
that of any previous era or local. 
It is definitely not done out of 
direct disrespect, as most young 
adults truely believe that given 
a choice of political direction, a 
democracy such as we founded 
and fought to maintain over­ 
shadows any in existance. 
Most argum ents spring from 
contemporary mishandling by 
graft politicians and 
money 
oriented financeurs. We must all 
agree, in one way or another, 
that there is much to improve 
upon in any system, as well as 
our own. Rather than serving to 
further separate interests for 
improvement we must strive for 
understanding 
between 
fac­ 
tional groups. 
For all the good intention of 
Mr. Peters, I believe he serves 
his own political philosophy to 
the extent that he smites all 
others. Therefore I say, with due 
respect, Mr. Peters; help bring 
us together—in your valuable 
position as instructor of young 
people, with a concern for the 
composite political scheme, a 
larger sense of unity in political 
compromise, and with com­ 
passion to those of different 
economic or political concerns. 
Do not try to judge 
other 
people’s inalienable right of self 
expression, 
as 
we 
are 
all 
Americans, legally entitled to 
even unorthodox views. Spend 
your 
time 
educating 
im­ 
partially, for time is short and in 
a few years, we young people 
will be your governing body.

Sadat is also believed to be 


seeking more military hardware 
from the Soviets to counter the 
possibility that the United States 
may resume arms shipments to 
Israel. 


The 
Egyptian 
president 


arrived in Moscow Monday for 
intensive discussion with the 
Kremlin leadership but delayed 
the talks until today. 


Egypt's official Middle East 


news agency said Sadat post- 
poned his first session with 
Communist party chief Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, President Nikolai V. 
Podgorny and Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin to discuss the U. S. 
plan with his foreign minister, 


Mahmoud Riad 
Riad, who 


conferred last week with U. S. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers, arrived in Moscow from 
New York late Monday af- 
ternoon. 


The six-point proposal put 


forward by Rogers last week is 
aimed at spurring an agreement 
to reopen the Suez Canal, but 
Rogers emphasized that he 
considers it a step toward an 
over-all settlement between 
Israel and the Arabs. 


Riad has strong reservations 


about an interim agreement, 
fearing such a 
temporary 


solution might turn into a per- 
manent situation that would 
leave the basic Arab-Israeli 
conflict unresolved.

New Prison Policy 
Is Established By 
New York City 


NEW YORK (AP) — The city 


of New York has adopted a 
policy of moving in immediately 
without 
negotiating 
with 


prisoners in the event of prison 
insurrection. "As much force as 
necessary," barring firearms, 
would be used to restore order 
under the policy. 


Leo Zeferetti, president of the 


Correction Officers Benevolent 
Association of New York City, 
says this is "now the policy of 
New York City" and has the 
approval of Mayor John V. 
Lindsay. 


He described the policy before 


a taping in Boston of the public 
television program, "The Ad- 
vocates," to be broadcast 
tonight. 


William 
vanden 
Heuvel, 


chairman of the city's Board of 
Correction, acknowledged the 
policy Monday but said it did not 
conflict with concern for the 
preservation of life. 
"You do not negotiate under 
duress," vanden Heuvel said. 
"Prisoners do not have to take 
hostages here because we have 
gotten through to them the fact 
that we do listen to them: 
Prisoners take hostages only to 
make the authorities listen." 


Zeferetti said the experience 


of the disturbances last year 
taught "that the best way with 
hostage seizures was to go in 
swiftly, surely, with as much 
force as necessary," but without 
firearms, "to get our people 
out." 


U.S., Soviets Begin 
Negotiations To 
Halt Harassment 


MOSCOW (AP) — The United 


States and the Soviet Union 
began negotiations today to 
prevent dangerous harassment 
and accidents between their 
naval forces. 


The discussions were first 


proposed by the United States in 
1968 
and accepted 
by the 


Russians earlier this year. 


High-ranking defense and 


naval officials from both sides 
are to work out "some form of 
informal understanding" to 
preclude coldwar-type incidents 
on the high seas, knowledgeable 
sources said. 


The U. S. delegation is headed 


by Undersecretary of the Navy 
John W. Warner. The Soviets 
have designated as their chief 
negotiator their No. 2 naval 
commander, 
Fleet 
Adm. 


Vladimir A. Kastanov. 


The 
understanding, 
the 


sources said, would relate only 
to registered naval ships and 
would be worked out within the 
framework 
of existing 
in- 


ternational regulations. They 
said the conduct of spy ships 
sailing as non-military vessels 
would not be discussed. 


Although 
the 
talks 
are 


bilateral, the United States 
consulted its NATO allies before 
meeting with the Russians and 
will inform them of the results.

eight, authorities reported.

demanded reparations.
